The result of the agitation 
that then occurred was the purchasing of 
the farms that were the scarce ol pollu- 
tion.

city examining the sources of the ico sap- 
ply. 
He is here at the request of Dr. 


Simpson, who has beeu instrumental ia 
securing for this city the best ordinances 
governing the harvesting and sale of ioe 
that is incorporated in any city's laws In 
the commonwealth. After securing the 
right ordinance, Dr. Simpson believed it 
to be necessary to have an 
expert 


examination of the ice ponds and the 
source ol the water that fills them. In 
carrying out his plans to promote the 
most healthful condition of the city pos- 
sible tht doctor has induced the state 
board to send Mr. Hopkins to the city. 


The expert will make careful examina- 


tion of the ice ponds and waters that feed 
them and will take samples of the water 
for analysis. The refrigerators and their 
location will be examined and a report 
will be made later, when the board of 
health will act if necessary.

Gen. T. S. Clarkson, commander in
